The Chevalier de St. George was there, having 
been invited. 


Falmouth, Nov. 12. This Morning arrived the 
Queen Packet Boat, Caprain Culverden Comman- 
der, in. 15° Days from Lisbon who had the Mis- 
ne in bis Outward Paffage to fall in with a 
Pirate under French Colours: The Caprain of 
which howevef hailed the Packet. Boat, intending 
to have farprized her ; but, an fulpicion of fome 
Defign, Captain Culverden obferving thar the Deck 
was filled of a fudden with Men, made the bef of 
his Way from the Sbip, upon which the faid Ship, 
under French Colours, diicharged a Volley of 
Smali-fhot, and prepared to hawl out the Great- 
Guns, of which three were fired, from one of 
which a Shot carried off the Boat{wain's Foor be- 
longing to the Packet-Boat, but the Packet Boat 
having the advantage of failing better, got clear. 
This Accident happened 30 Leagues to the Weft of 
Vigo, im the Latitude of 42 Degrees, 30 Minutes. 
On the 23d of OGteber her Ma Solebay, 
was forced into Lisbon by hard Weather, with 
feveral Tranfports under her Caron for Placentia. 
On the 24th the Dolphin Man of War came into 
the Bay of Wares, having fplit her Sails on the 
Coaft of Portugal in her Way to Gibralear.,
